Now that he has been re-elected, State Rep. Donald E. 
Deuster of Mundelein has announced his legislative 
proposals for the 1979 session of the Illinois General 
Assembly. 

They include a highway maintenance resolution to study 
the adoption of the- Wisconsin system, whereby counties 
maintain state roads with a cost reimbursement agreement 
with the state. . 

"I believe that adoption of the Wisconsin system will 
help us eliminate political patronage from the state 
highway department," Deuster said. "It ; would also 
improve the efficiency and economy of our road 
maintenance activities." 

DELETER'S LEGISLATIVE PROPOSALS also include 
these topics: 

Real Estate Tax Assessments: Gradually reduce level of 
assessment from 33 Vs% of fair cash value to 25% (for 
assessment years 1980 and 1981); to 20% (for assessment 
years 1982 and 1983);. to 15% (for assessment years 1984 
and 1985); and, to, 10% for 1986 assessment year and 
subsequent years, l- 

Drinking Age:. Restore the Illinois drinking age to 21 
years as it was prior to 1973. - 

Auto Liability Insurance: Require persons age 16 and 17 
to provide proof of liability insurance before issuance of 
driver's license. 

RTA Board: Provide that the Governor shall appoint the 
chairman of the RTA Board with approval of 3/5ths of the 
Senate and House, 

Sales Tax: Repeal the sales tax on food and prescription 
drugs.

Inflation is : the No. 1 economic concern of the American . 
people today; If concern .about rising prices is so 
widespread, why can't' ; we do something about the

Onc thing is the way we think about inflation. It is an: 
economic problem and also, a political problem. 

A solution can only be reached through actions that have 
unavoidable political consequences. 

THE MOST IMPORTANT of these actions concerns the ' 
federal budget. We are 'now in the fourth year of an 
economic expansion, but are still running federal budget 
deficits.

By 
late July, the Administration had trimmed its proposed 
deficit to S43.

However, both the House and Senate must 
approve a budget resolution to establish a ceiling on 
federal spending — and a ceiling on the federal deficit — 
for the coming year. It is the only time during the year 
when Congress must vote on both spending and revenues 
at. the same time.

Ending federal budget deficits is not only action that we. 
can take to put a stop to spiraling prices. Increasing 
productivity, eliminating unnecessary, federal regulations, . 
y minimizing our dependence on foreign oil — all will help 
iff bring inflation under control. 

BRINGING AN END to federal deficits clearly has top 
priority in muchjoHhe voting public's mind — even at the 
cost of some short-term discomfort. 

We need to communicate our feeling to our legislators in 
Washington. Our representatives on Capitol Hill should be 
mindful of this shift in their constituents' view.

75 parents ask for information on negotiations 



Mrs. Melody Fahrner, a spokeswoman for a group of 
parents, last week presented a request to District 34 grade 
school board members- :/•■> 

• .The request, signed by about 75 parents, fead: 

"We the taxpayers .and/ parents oF.AntwMi School 
District 34 would like to sit in on 1978-79^bontract 
negotiations between the teachers and the school board,- 
with no possibility of executive session or closed door.'* 

AFTER READING the request , Mrs . Fahrner asked the 



_board for- a response. 

Gaii Heath, president of the' board, replied that the^ 
board has a policy which requires it shall not respond at 
meetings to comments made from l the audience. 

The intention of the group of parents, according to Mrs. 
Fahrner, is not to favor either the teachers or board's 
> positions, but simply "to know the facts." 

"We're tired of gossip. We want to know what's really 
going on," Mrs. Fahrner said. 

MRS. FAHRNER SAID she felt the children are now 
being affecte;d by.the conflict between teachers and school 
officials. She said the* parents she represents are 
concerned over the amount of money being paid by the 
board for a professional negotiator and insurance 
consultant. 

Since. the meeting, Mrs. Fahrner said she has received 
no response to the parents' request. • 
^ Dr. Donald Skidmore, District 34 superintendent, said 
the board is taking the request under consideration. 

THE HIRING OF Ken Twadell, from, the Illinois 
Association of School Boards, as professional negotiator 
for the board was formally approved at the meeting. 

The rates for the negotiator include a $400 base service 
fee for the First two meetings, $40 per hour for 
"live-at : the-table" negotiations, and $20 per hour and 20

If verification, is not provided, the board would have the^ 
right to not pay for days missed during the strike. 

The second policy gives the board the right to cancel 
salary, payments to staff members participating in a strike, 
"regardless of whether they participate actively or 
inactively, by refusing to cross the picket line." 

"I THINK formulating a policy of this nature is 
necessary," said Bruce Jablonski, board member and 
chief negotiator for the board. 

Both policies were adopted by the board.
